INDIANS ‘ON A RAID, 

A telegram has been received at the war 
depsriment from General Crook, stating that 
(apteivs Crawford and Davis, at Gaudaloupe 
enon, southeastern Arizona, send informa- 
tion by a courier to the effect that twenty or 
iwenty-five Indians passed that point on the 
‘ith inst., traveling rapidly southward, Cap- 
tin Crawiord is in pursuit, and troops have 
ben ordered in from various points 
t intercept the hostiles. The command- 
ing officer at Fort Apache has _ been 
directed to hold his troops in readiness 
Citizens at exposed 
pointshave been warned, and urged to corral 
their etock,in order to prevent the Indians 
fom securing remounts, Every precaution 
bes been taken for some time past to prevent 
the hostiles communicating with the Chiraca- 
hiss, who are closely watched at their agency. 
The raiders are supposed to be part of Gerono- 
mo’s band, who have heen down in Mexico.

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HEIR TO A MILLION.

Fortune Fmiles Upen a Joliet Oitizen—An 
Interesting Family History, 
_ JOLIET, Ill., October 1.—8, F. Care 
city, wes apprised of the fact that he 
en heir toa fortune of a million and a half 
dollers, bequeathed by his randfather, in-Ken- 
tucky.

He came north and landedin Jo- 
Jiet, his first business venture being an assist- 
antincompilipg the Joliet city directory. 
During the presidential campaign Carey was 
ap able andeffcctive worker here for the dem- 
ocratic ticket, and it was generalty under- 
stood that he was to receive an appointment 
adequate to his services and ability in 
the government service. While waiting for 
this he has been employed as a bookkeeper 
first in the county clerk’s office, and lately as 
an accountant in the freight offce of the Chi- 
cegoand Alton railroad, of this city. The 
estate to which he has fallen heirisin the 
chancery courts at Washington, and it will be 
several months before complete possession can 
be obtained.

The Coal Miners Strike, 

CHEYENNE, W. T., October 1.—-All the coal 
miners at Carbon have struck work. The 
Carbon mines are owned by the Union Pacific 
railroad company. It is understood that the 
strike took place at the instigation of the 
mirer’s union at Rock Springs. This body 
represented thet the Carbon mines kept the 
Union Pacific road running. The only, coal 
now mined by the Union Pacific in Wyoming 
is mined by Chinese at Rock Springs. The 
company, however, expects a large force of 
miners from Idaho and Utah. The Union 
Pacific has on hand sixty day’s supply of coal. 
Coal is being received from the east and south, 
and no scarcity is anticipated. 
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The Cigar-Makers’ Union. 

Cixcrnnati, October 1.—The cigar-makers’ 
inter-pational union has closed its sagsion. 
Local unions after May 1 are required to force 
the rule of eight hours tora day’s work. The 
union took ground against the impracticabil- 
ity of strikes, and cited the cost of the last 
strike in Cincinnati, $166,431, as an instance 
that strikes are not always wisely begun. 


An Unsuccessfal Strike, © 
Prexsxitu, N. ¥. October 1.—The employes 
of the union stove works, of this placc, who 
bave becn out on a strike for a week, have 
returned to work at the old terms. The strike 
was for the restoration of a ten per cent re- 
duction, which was meade a few months ago. 
The proprietors, at a conference with the 
strikers, demonstrated to them that they 

could not afford to restore old wages.

CRIMES OF THE DAY. 


A TENNESSEE MURDERER KILLSA 
PROSECUTION WITNESS. 


An Overdose of Morphine the Cause of the Death of 
Drummer Kirby—A Murderer Lynched in 
Colorado—A Judge Leaves the Bench to 
Subdue a Prisoner—Other Crimes. 


CuatTaxooGa, Tenn., October 1.—[Special. } 
Sensational disclosures were made today -re- 
garding the sudden death of Doc Kirby, at 
Scottsbore, AJa., yesterday. Kirby was one 
cf the best known drummers in this section of 
tke south. He died very suddenly while can- 
vassing the town of Scottsboro. It was re- 
ported at the time that the death was pro- 
duced by congestion of the bowels. Itis now 
definitely ascertained that he was killed by 


-an overdose of morphine, administered hypo- 


éermically by aphysician at Scottsboro, to 
alleviate the pain in his bowels. The phyéi- 
cian administered sufficient to kill two men, 
and his death ensued twenty minutes after 
the spirit was injected. Steps will be institu- 
ted to prosecute the doctor. 


' SHOT THR WITNESS. 


A Tennessee Murderer Kills a Witness for 
the Prosecution in His Cage, 

NafAviLLE, October 1.—Buck Brown, who 
killed Officer Arnold, of the Nashville police 
force, last spring, shot and fatally wounded 
W.B. Easley, ot Centreville, an important 
witnese against Lim, at Graham’s station yes- 
terdey. He made his escape, but will likely 
be arrested. Brown was about to board the 
trein at Grabam station when he mot W. B. 
Eerley and Sterhen Easley. They became 
involg@@d in a quarrel about the trial, and 
Stephen produced a knife, whereupon Brown 
shot himin the hand. W. B. Easley got a 
shotgun and leveled it at Brown, but the cap 
failed to explode.

A SMALL RIOT. 


4& Free Fight At a Canada Fair—Several 
| Men Wounded, 


Ortawa, Ont., October 1.—At Bell’s corner 
this afternoon, whie the fair was in progress, 
a number of men who had been drinking got 
into a dispute, and a fight ensued. In ashort 
time an immense crowd became engaged in 
the combat. Stones flew in all directions, and 
men were seen hurrying away with bleeding 
heeds, as stones, bricks and other missiles 
began to fly about. There 
150 men fighting in the crowd, some of the 
cutsiders had narrow escap‘a from bsing iit 
by the flying missiles. A number of persons 
were -severely, but not fatally.iriured. The 
cause of the quarrel was the discussion as to 
whetber Riel should suffer death. After the 
disturbance a man engaged in the fizht, went 
up to Sir John MacDonald and said: ‘Are 
ae géing tohang Riel?’”’ A number of the 

ystanders shoved the man away, when Sir 
John eaid: “I am not hangman.” 


THE JUDGE TAKES A HAND, 


A Prisoner Tries to Escape and is Sab- 
dued by a Jadge, 

Santa Cruz, Cal, October 1.—While Judge 
Roundtree was waking out a commitment of 
John Kennedy yesterday, the prisoner at- 
tempted to run out of the courtroom. He 
was eeized by the constable and a desperate 
struggle ensued. Kennedy was getting 
the better of the officer, when 
the judge, having finished writing of 
the commitment, desconded from the bench, 
and, enn his coat, took a hand in the 
row. Judge Roundtree is noted for his physi- 
cal powers, and soon succeeded in subduing 
the prieoner, who, at the end of the melee, 
was in the condition of a knocked out pugilist. 
The judge then reascended his bench and im- 
ported an additional sentence of thirty days’ 
imprisonment of Kennedy for contempt of 
court. 


A MURDERBR LYNCHED. 


Taidy News cf the Lynching of a Colored 
Riarderer. 

Denver, Col., October 1.—Information has 
been received here to the effect that Marshall 
Clements, murderer of his brother and broth- 
er’s wife, at Seguache, was taken from jail 
there by a party of masked men and hanged. 
Clements had a knife, with which he cut two 
of the masked men quite severely. Before he 
died he stated that his father and sister had 
nothing to do with the matter. The lynching 
occurred Jast Saturday night, but the location 
is remote from all telegraphic connections.and 
the residents ofthat locality manifest a desire 
to suppress all information. 


The Salvation Army in Jail, 

Witxesparre, Pa., October 1.---The officers 
of the salvation army of Nanticoké, who were 
arrested on Tuesday last, had a further heare 
ing this afternoon. They were fined $2 each 
for obstructing the highway, and as they re- 
fused to pey their fines, werd sent to jail for 
six hours. A howling mob surrounded the 
prison and endeavored to tear itdown. The 
whole police force was called out, and with 
difficulty saved the building and dis rsei the 
crowd. The salvationists, were released this 
evening and paraded the town with nearly a 
thousand followers.

CASUALTIES. 


A Train Near Baxtfoid, Conn,, Strikes an 
Ompibus —COne Child Killed, 

Hartrorp, Conn., October 1.—At 8:50 
o’clock, this morning, the train on the New 
York and New England railroad from Water- 
bury to Hartford struck an omnibus in New 
Britain, at the Black Rock grade crossing. It 
was occupied by children on their way to 
schcol. Charles Dyson, aged 19 years, driver 
of the cmnibus, and his sisters Minnie and 


eo badly injured that one has since died, and 
the others will probably die. They were chil- 
dren of the owner of the omnibus. The en- 
giceer says that the horse became unmanage- 
able and ran upon the track in front of the 
locomotive. 


TWO CHILDRBN KILLBD. 


A Train at Chambersburg, Pa., Wrecks a 
Carriage and Kijls Two Children, 


CoamBerseure, Pa., October 1.~-As David 
Apperzellar, ot the dry goods firm of Hoke & 
Appenzellar, was driving across the Western 
Maryland railrozd tracx, near here, this 
mornirg, bis horse balked immediately in 
front of an approaching passenger train. His 
two sons, aged respectively seven and four 
years, were in the carriage with him. -Appen- 
zellar léaped out and seized the horse’s head, 
but the next moment'the carriage was struck 
by tke train sud shivered into splinters. One 
of the boys was instantly killed and the other 
so shockingly mutilated that he cannot live. 
Appenzellar escaped injury. 


Train Wrecked, 

‘New Orteans, October 1.—A special from 
Vicksburg says that the west bound train on 
the Vickburg, Shreveport and Pacific road was 
wrecked near Delhi taois afternoon.

The consti- 
tution provides that the commission should 
regulate rates. The rates must be first estab- 
lished by the roads. The commissioners have 
the same pride of opinion that other people 
have end they are now a party to makin 

rates. 


The commissioners are not impartia 
now. They sitin ju!gment and review of 
the rates they themselves make. 

If tbe roads should make the rates first, 
ihe commissioners would be impartial, and 
under the amendment there would be no ap~ 
peal from the commission It will be insisted 
that the amendment is unconstitutional be- 
cause it provides that the roads shall first 
maketherates. He thought the THly case 
decisions ehows just the opposite. Mr. Jeukins 
read from the decision of Judge Woods to 
sustain his prsition. The decision decides in 
fo mony words that the legislature may con- 
fer on the railroads the pows> to fix the ratas. 
It ibat is true the legislature ,could coafer 
that power on the roads and provide for an 
2ppeal to the com mission. 

‘ A COMPROMISE EFFECTED. 

Mr. Gustin opposed the motion to take up 
the bill by sections. Hesaid there were two 
lesding ideas ia the bill. The first is thatthe 
railroads should oe allowed to make their owa 
rates subject to the revision or amendment by 
the railroad commissioners upon the com- 
plaint of any peraon or community that 
should feel avariveed: Tbe second idea is to 
allow an appeal-from the decision of the com- 
mission to the courta. The gen- 
tleman from Putnam has = af- 
fered an amendment providing that the 
roads shall make the rates, and that the com- 
Wissicn shall decide the question between the 
roads and the people finally. I will say for 
the friends of the bill that we have found 
quite a diversity of opinion. It is claimed that 
the sppeal to the courts would involve too 

much expense. Every member of the house 
recogvizes that some measure of reliet should 

be extended to the railroads now in existence, 
and that some modification of the law should 

be made for the purpose of encouraging the 
building ot other railroads and for the benefit 
of communities tha: need them. The friends 
ofthis measure have decided that they are 
Willing that the amendment by Mr. Jonkins 
may be sdopted if the balance of the bill may 
he parsed. I desire tosay, Mr. Speaker, that 
in seying this I do¢not speak without author- 
ity but that I speak as the result ofa consul 
tation upon the matter. I defire to say fur- 
ther and I say this also by authority that the 
friends of this bill do not

Nothing is more certain than thai the 
gro will vote with his neighbors and friends 
His interest and his inclination lead him to 
this course. He sees that his lot is cast irre 
vocably with the sonthern people, and that 
the peace and prcsperity of both races in the 
south depend upon full and perfect unity. 
This both races are determined to have. 

We do not deny that there have been ooca- 
sional collisions that might have been avoid- 
ed. These have been shamefally and delib- 
erately exaggerated for political purposes. 
And es the Virginia negroes declare, they 
were iargely dae to the fomenting of out- 
siders whosaw the promise of plunder or po- 
litical preferment in them. 

We eesert deliberately, and we cha’lenze 
proof to the contrary, that the negro votes as 
-safely in the senth as the white man dogs in 
the north. He easisa freer yote than is cast 
-by many of the Jaborers of the north, who 
are told that they will be discharged if they 
do not cast their vote as their bosses dictate. 
The next thing we hear will be a demand 
from the republicans of the north that the 
negro be disfranchised. Haying found that 
his vote cannot be used to perpetuate repub- 
lican power, but, on the contrary, is a cudgel 
in the hands of democracy, their regard for 
the négro will vanish, and they will mova to 
teke awey from him the franchise they self- 
ishly gave to him. The south will then 
prove that it isthe friend of the negro, and

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: I seean article, over the 
signature of “S.H.,”’ in THE CONSTITUTION of the 22d 
instant, commenting upon auarticle of the Rev, 
William Pittenger, in regardto the capture of a 
locomotive on the Western and Atlantic railroad 
during the war by federals.

A GREAT STORM.

THAT STREWED THINGS AROUND 
A HUNDRED YEARS AGO, 


Stormin 1752 That Did Far Gréater 
Phan the One Which Occurred Recently 
~A Description of the Dornada, 


Cherleston and the Islands Around Visited by a 
Damages : 


_ A gentleman from Charleston, who ia visit- 
ing this city, furnishes Tue Coysrrrution with 
some interesting ‘facts concerning the great 
blorm of 1752, which caused a great deal more 
damage than the recent distressing storm, 
THE STORM OF TRURSDAY, 14TH OF gePr., 1752. 
The day appointed for commencement of 
new style was cloudy and boisterous all night. 
On the 15th of September, ¢arly in the morn. 
ing, was exceedingly stormy, and the wind 
increased and continued to increase with such 
force until eleven, thatno person could stand 
against it without support. It blew from 
the nertheast, with very little variation, 
until eleven, and it is with good reason 
believed diverted the current of the gulf 
stream and drove it near our coast, which oc- 
casioned such a dreadful inundation of the 


seas, thatif it had not pleased the wise dis: 
poser of all things to change the wind, it 
would, in avery short time, have torn down 
everything that opposed its progress and 
swept all of Charleston away. About 9 o’clock, 
when agreeable to the course of tide, it should 
have been low water, it 
wes observed to greatly § exceed 
the height of spring tides, aud continued ris- 
ing until the wind, which blew from northeast 
and east northeast, shifted to the south south- 
west, when the mountainous sea which then 
ranged in our harbor began to fall, and the 
water returned in a surprising manner. 

This happy change of wind, as the tide had 
fulltwo hours to flow, and a foot or perhaps 
less of water in heigbt would have eovered 
the then highest spot of Charleston, checked 
the inudaiion and through the mercy 
of God was the saving of the town, 
which at one time seemed to- be 
on the brink of being overwhelmed, and most 
if oot all the inhabitants drowned. It requir- 
ed the ablest pen to describe the havoc and 
devastation made by the sea in every quarter 
of that place. Gransville’s bastion much 
ehaken ; the upper part of the wall all beaten 
in; the platform with the guns upon it floated 
over the wall; the upper part of the curtain 
line, from thence to Lloyd’s wharf beat in up- 
on the bay, and from the advanced angle op- 
toes Colonel Austin’s to Craven’s bastion, all 

atin also, and laid flat on Bay street. The 
warehouses, and scale houses and sheds on the 
wharves, with all the goods in them 
and naval stores swept away; the solid parts 
of the wharves were levelled, all the floating 
materials of the wharf warehouses and all the 
goods in the warehouses, naval! stores, boards, 
timber, shingles, staves, brayeletto canoes, 
small craft and empty barrels washed up 
under curtain line, from Lloyd’s to Colonel 
Austin’s,in a confused manner, heaped up and 
blended together; from Colonel Austin’s to 
Craven’s baetion (as the curtain line was beat 
ip) the same confused: mass washed 
up against the houses, to their 
great damage, and up into Queen street, as far 
up a8 McKimloch door; all the vessels in the 
harbor, big and little, except the Hornet sloop 
of war, drove ashore; the small craft, excapt a 
few so torn to pieces, crushed and destroyed, 
and so blended with the materials of the 
warehouses, etc., hardly to be described. 
Thusbuck’s schooner, lying almost opposite 
to Ralphs Taylor’s door, a show on Eveleigh’s 
wher!, Tuppins, master, arove up close to the 
advance angle at the vendue house; «a brig 
ffom Bristol, with a  pettianger be- 
tween. her and the custom line. 
Here the water was u on 
bey, within eight paces of the houses. Levis & 
Co’s. schooner right across the door of the old 
custom house. The schooner was lying at 
Bensford’s wharf and drove egainst the scate 
house, there, intue loit of Which & negro 
women and her two children had taken 
shelter. She had presence of mind to throw 
in her two children and spring in after them, 
and the house fell soon aiter, but they were 
happily saved in the schoener. Some of Mr. 
Scoot’s outhouse, Mre. Wagg’s fine garden 
and green house quite demolished. CUraven’s 
bastion, the works from the platform upwards 
all beat in, theguns dismounted and washed 
out of their carnages,the great gate burst open 
into the strect, and the heavy doors never since 
found. Here Mr. George Hunter, surveyor 
general of her and his majesty’s islands, kept 
his office. All the doors and windows burst 
open, and all the warrants, plais, granis, 
books and pepers belonging to his office, and 
his own books, papers, etc., were washing 
about above two hours in four and five feet of 
water. Many papers of consequence were 
lest, others eo torn and “obliterated 
as never to be™ good for anything. 
Captain Walker’s sloop, loaded for Jamaica, 
beat through Colone! Pinckney’s stable, drove 
into Robert Raper’s yard, where she lay 
crushed to pieces and her mast through the 
baleony door, Captain Walker’s pilot boat 
drove up against the fine stairs leading to 
Colonel Pinckney’s house, where the governor 
now lives, and beat them down, and made a 
emall break in the southeast corner of said 
house. Brown, the ship carpenter’s, house 
stends, but niuch shattered, hardly fit to dwell 
in. A schooner Mr. Brown was buildfag 
drove up on the green by 
old Mr. Gordon's, and a  skow 
be bought and was repairing, drove up oppo- 


site to old Captain Bates’. The Dutch ship,

STORRS AND HIS WAYS. 


Interesting Reminiscences of the Famous 
Western Orator and Politician. 
T. C. Crawford, in the New York World, thus 
writes of the inte Emory A. Storrs: 
He was one ef the few orators in this couatry 


who bever failed to interestan audience. He had 
& very rich, full, heavy voice, utterly out of pro- 
Ttion to his feeble figure. He had a grim, sar- 
bumorand a New England style of satiricil 
exaggeration which made his speec always at 
tractive through the surp effects be wouid 
produce, apparently without thought. He cer- 
tainly hed rare qualities as a speaker, becamse

barely came up to Blaine’s shoulde’s 
The physical contrast between the two men was 
very &trikipg., One was tall, diguified, one of the 
mort distinguished looking men of his time. Tne 
Other was one ofthe most obscure and imsignifi- 
cant looking. The sudience was made up of ilinty- 
faced, inexpansive Maine farmers. They are as 
stoical & type as the North American Indian, The 
Maine audiences rarely applaud. They are very 
gilent. They listen withoutsign of approval o 
disapproval, and such a thing as alaugh ata sally 
Ol an ovator is almost unknown in the history oi 
political campaigns there. Storrs faced this cold 
audience with great courage, He began in as sol- 
emn avd ftepulchrala way asif he were ata fu- 
Reral and then launched out into a veio of 
Eroterquely biting humor that appeared te strike 
the right vein in this most critical of audiences. 
Hishumor was ofa kind that had a most savage 
sting. The scorpion twist intbe tail.of each one 
Ol his paragraphs stimulated his audience to an 
emotion of excitement and pleasure. Cast-iron 
faces which had not melted into the semblance of 
asmile for years, relaxed. I remember one an- 
cient farméerwho sat upon *the stand just by the 
Side Of Storrs. He latighed several times dur- 
ing the speech, and complained bitterly after- 
wards that his face ached on account of the unex- 
pected use to which certain muscles of ithad been

Mr, Storrs always had great political ambition. 
He was conpspicucus in every republican cam - 
paign, hoping by his. usefulness as a political 
orator to carna position inthe, cabinet. It was 
the one ambition of his life to be made attorney 
general. He worked for Hayesto thisend, aad 
Was viliually promised a good place. He was so 
Girappointed at the way Hayes treated him after 
ihe campaign that the name of that absurd person 
could Bot afterward be mentioned fu his presence 
without throwing him into a feeling of tutense in- 
dignation. lt was Storrs who drew 
the picture Of Hayes’ insignificance 
at the Garfield funeral at Cleve- 
land. Said be; ‘'‘There stood R. B. Hayes, clad in 
a long linen duster, with attraw hat upon the 
back of his head, helding in hisright hand a.yel- 
RB. B. H. worked 
in purple by Lucy on one side. And no one spoke 
to bim except a policeman, and hetold him to 
keep off the grass.”’ Another Hayes picture given 
by Storrs was in au account of his taking lunch at 
the Hayes mansionin Fremont, Said Storrs; ‘it 
wssaroyal banquet. Atone end of the table sat 
Rutherford, with a plate of chipped beef in frout 
of him. Attheotherend was Lucy, with some 
baked apples and bread. In front of mesat Schuy- 
ler OColiax, Between us was a pitcher of ice 
water,”’ 

Storrs always makes ita point to spend the first 
two weeks of August at Saratoga. He had all the 
vivacity and uneasiness of the typical Frenchman, 
He would fly from group to group with a story 
bere and au epigram there. not caring to indulge 
in serious conversation when he was off fora hboli-« 
day. Occasionally, when attacked, he wouid re- 
spond with something more than the ligat 
humor of his vacation time, One 
Cay .. &.: pote of millionafres, who 
were sitting «m the piazza at the United States, 
becan tochaff Storrs inasglemn fashion. He had 
just confessed to them that he was not worth any - 
money, and that he had spent-every thing tact he 
bed madeas fe@sas he had got it. Suddenly he 
turned upon @ue of his would-be tormentors and 
began; ‘You rich fellows appear to think that 
money making is an intellectual process, aud 
that the wealih acquired by you proves 
that you are a.-very superior kind 
men- You are very much mistaken. 
nothing intellectual about acquisitiveness. 
merely al animal trait. It is jess highly devei- 
eorcd.in you gentlemen than it is in the chip~ 
Suda. Lilie beaves is rexy meuch yanr superior in 
this regard. Where are the rich men in history’
